Racing by Local Option 
: oon voters of Broward County, Florida, last 
week voted their approval of the construc- 
tion and operation of a race track in that county. 
The margin was about 10 to 1 in favor of racing. 
The track, if it is financed and built, will be in 
Broward County, but will depend for its support 
upon Dade County, which includes Miami. That 
city and its winter visitors are already support- 
ing two race courses which run a total of ninety- 
odd days every year. If an additional course is 
built there will ensue a scramble for dates which 
will set a very tidy premium upon political de- 
pravity. 

We do not care for state laws in which the 
placement of race courses is decided by local 
option. That option will be determined on one 
basis: Whether there is any reasonable expecta- 
tion of an attractive harvest of money. Voters 
in a local option election are not going to con- 
sider whether racing is helped or hindered. They 
are not going to consider whether the state as a 
whole, or the nation as a whole, is going to be 
benefited by their decision. It was a foregone 
conclusion that the people of Broward County 
would sanction racing. Having lived next door 
to Dade County and looked upon the flamingoes 
cf Hialeah Park, the robust financial background 
of its visitors, and the money-mills for filtering 
a dime out of every dollar, the good people of 
Broward County can have but one idea in their 
minds when they went to the polls: 
racket; let's muscle in on it. 

Well, who forbids it? And who shall say them 
nay? They have as much right to it as anyone 
else, have they not? 


It’s a good 


So they have, perhaps. Those questions are a 
little too difficult for us to argue on that basis. 
But Titk BLoop-HoRSE is not so interested in 
the spread of racing as in its perpetuation. And 
it is positively opposed to the theory that racing 
Should be extended on the basis that it is an 
easy method of attracting visitors and raising 
revenue for taxes and for promoters. The idea 
of easy money is the most insidious enemy of the 
Sport. 


Americans pride themselves upon their many 


liberties, their freedom to say what they please, 
to do what they please, to take what they can 
get. They have a government which provides 
them the privilege of making many decisions on 
a local option basis. But an issue is not properly 
a matter for local option when the effect of the 
cecision will be state-wide and nation-wide. If 
every community is to be privileged to have rac- 
ing as it pleases, then the only limit to the num- 
ber of tracks and the amount of racing will be 
the limit prescribed by money-making possibili- 
ties. Regardless of the affection we have for 
racing as a sport, we recognize that its virtues 
have bounds. Too much racing is as bad a busi- 
ness as too much champagne. 


Racing was originated by sportsmen who were 
proud of their horses. To some extent it has 
been appropriated by business men proud of their 
ability to make money. It is useless to deplore 
that part of the evolution of the Thoroughbred 
sport, but we would remind the promoter that 
he still shares his proprietorship with the sports- 
man, and that the dependence is not all in one 
Girection. It is a fixed conviction with us that 
when racing becomes entirely a commercial 
proposition, and when the public realizes that 
such is the case, then the public will be suffi- 
ciently enlightened to realize that its capital can 
be expended in other channels with greater expec- 
tation of return. There is no justification for 
racing if such justification must be made on the 
basis of economics. The element of sport is the 
essential element, the one thing without which 
racing ceases to have reason for being. And if a 
new race track must be built simply because it 
can muscle in, it is our privilege to consider that 
the motives of the venture are wholly commercial. 

We say these things without any attempt t6 
cepreciate the stock sales campaign which proba- 
bly will be connected with the new venture in 
Florida. That will be a matter to be decided upon 
commercial principles. Nor do we wish to be a 
Jeremiah crying calamity in time of plenty. But 
we are still conscious of the fact that racing is 
founded on favorable public opinion, and we do 
not see how that favorable attitude can be main- 
tained through up-to-the-hilt promotion. 
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A TRAINER’S DIARY 


By VENTURE ALL 

ULY 26. Edna breezed three-eighths in :37 

and pulled up a half in :52. King galloped a 
mile and brushed through the stretch a quarter- 
mile in :26, as he is a big hay eater, and runs 
today, and did not have a blowout yesterday. 
Fig galloped a mile at a two-minute gait, and will 
run tomorrow. Steve galloped, and General gal- 
loped with pony. Others all walked. Still blis- 
tering Kitty’s shins. Painting all the cripples 
with Mitchell’s absorbent paint, and having ex- 
cellent reactions thus far. 

King behaved well at the gate, broke a bit less 
rapidly than the others, but immediately moved 
up to fourth place, and ran a good half-mile, 
where he tired, of course, as the race set a new 
track record for the distance by more than a sec- 
ond. King was only run for the education he 
could receive, and his rider was my little boy 
Mike, who handled him perfectly and to orders. 


JULY 27. Shower last night left track rather 
soggy. Star and Steve worked a half in :52 very 
handily. Fig galloped with pony, General, Mabyn, 
and Edna galloped. Others walked. 

Fig ran prominently the first five-eighths of 
her race, before tiring and finishing unplaced. I 
was not disappointed, as I expect little of horses 
that cannot stand training. If she can stand an- 
other race, she may win, if it is run within a 
week. 

JULY 28. Weather conditions fine today, and 
track extra good, having been well worked and 
watered, with the emphasis on the water. Gen- 
erai and Steve worked six furlongs together in 
1:162;. General hard held, finished two lengths 
ahead of the hard trying Steve, and they both 
galloped out seven furlongs in 1:35, General only 
breezing all the way. This was a good work for 
Steve, as he has never worked six furlongs before, 
and his five-furlong works have been mostly 
slow, but he has had several of them. I had not 
intended the work to be better than 1:18, but 
General could not be taken back slower without 
swinging him. King galloped two miles, and the 
others all walked. 

Edna ran unplaced today in a five and one-half 
furlong race, again getting off badly and finishing 
fast. Will wait for a longer race for her, and 
perhaps change riders, as maybe this one does 
not fit the filly. 


JULY 29. Due to sore legs, racing, and work- 
ing, everything walked today except King, which 
galloped a mile, and Mabyn, which galloped with 
pony. I trimmed all the manes and fetlocks, and 
with my heavy pliers pulled two caps (teeth), 
one from General’s mouth, and the other from 
Mabyn’s. Decided to turn Fig out, so vanned her 
away today. She should have been sent to stud 
and bred this spring, as horses so sore as she 
cannot be profitably trained. 


JULY 30. Star and King worked three-eighths 
in :37 and out a half in :52 breezing, preparatory 
to a longer work tomorrow. General, Mabyn and 
Steve galloped once around, and all the others 
walked. Ali the injuries are much improved, and 
I will go back to galloping Devil, Glow, and Jim 
in a day or so more. Friendly’s ankle is almost 
clean, and will be all right in a few days. Good 
paint, that Mitchell's. 

Let the racing secretary persuade me to enter

General for tomorrow, as he needed him to fill a 
feature race. I would have to work him if I did 
not run, so entered him, and expect to get paid 
for the work. He is preparing for his stakes en- 
gagement here on August 11. Tomorrow's race 
should be only a gallop for him. 


JULY 31. Mabyn and Steve worked a half-mile 
in :48%5. Star and King worked six furlongs in 


1:16, after going five-eighths in 1:01, as King 
tired. He is so big and so heavy that he will 
recuire a lot of work yet before he is fit to win. 
Brushed General through the stretch after a mile 
gallop, a quarter-mile in :24%5, as he has been 
eating a lot of hay, and did not need a real blow- 
out since his work on Wednesday. 

The owner of Friendly, Star, and Light decided 
to turn them out for the year, a course which I 
advised for Star and Light, but which I think in- 
advisable for Friendly, as he has nothing of mo- 
ment wrong with his leg, and could soon be rac- 
ing. Accordingly a van called for them this 
afternoon, and they went farm-ward. I did not 
hear anything said about unwinding these horses, 
and in view of the fact that Friendly and Star 
are pretty tight, I doubt that they will do well. 
Horses turned out without a careful unwinding 
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seldom do well, usually going to pieces physically 
for some months. Too bad that horses have to 
be owned by people who know nothing of proper 
treatment of them. 

After the loss of General’s last race through 
his rider making too much use of him in pace- 
making, and knowing there were three very fast 
horses in his race today, I instructed the rider to 
rate General just off the pace, and to make his 
move from the quarter-pole home. His idea of 
rating the colt was to snatch him up when he 
broke on top and was out winging, causing him 
to lose 10 lengths in a fifth of a second. It was 
inevitable that a rapid going horse snatched off 
his stride in that manner should strike himself, 
which he did, on the inside of his right ankle so 
severely that he was badly lamed, and finished 
fourth, coming gamely through the stretch from 
far behind. As the race was run, he could have 
taken the top and won easily, but today’s riders 
are mostly so totally inadequate and inefficient 
that the trainer is hard put to know what to do 
when instructing the rider. General was so badly 
injured that he could not be cooled out, so I had 
him rubbed dry and blanketed until cool in his 
stall. In the meantime his leg had swollen round, 
and I had it rubbed well with Hagyard’s Absorb- 
ent Lotion, and then put up in hot antiphlogistine 
under cotton and bandage. 

Thus is the work of years destroyed in a frac- 
tion of a second by boys who cannot think. My 
one hope is that General did not fracture his 
sesamoid bone, for if he did, he is through for 
this year, and the hopes I have had for him have 
already crumbled into bitter dust. 

AvuGusT 1. After having had 14 to 18 horses 
in the barn all year, 10 (counting pony Bill) 
seems like a very small string, and the morning’s 
work was done before it is usually well started. 
Devil, Glow, Mabyn, and King walked. Edna, 
Steve, and Jim galloped a mile and a quarter, 
and Kitty galloped with the pony. The loss of 
three bad-legged horses has cut my own work of 
painting and inspection down to small propor- 
tions, so I may even gain a pound or two. 

Poor General is still unable to bear his weight 
on his injured right leg, and I am _ wondering 
what it is doing under its poltice of antiphlogis- 
tine, which will not be taken off until tomorrow 
afternoon. Always leave on forty-eight hours for 
best results. Am just sick over this colt’s injury. 


OHIO 


THISTLE DOWN PARK 

HE 45-day meeting at Thistle Down Park got 

past its half-way point last week, as August 
7 was the twenty-fourth day. The Saturday pro- 
gram, in addition to the stakes event accounted 
for in another story, offered two interesting races. 
One was a six-furlong race for 2-year-olds, the 
winner being F. E. Morancy’s Fairflax, a gelding 
by Sweep All, which won by four lengths from 
Parkview Stable’s Congressman. The other was 
a 2!,-mile affair, which will certainly be one of 
the longest races of the year, if not the longest. 
Most such events are under claiming conditions, 
but this one, though open only to horses which 
have run in claiming events at the meeting, was 
a handicap, with a $1,500 purse. The winner was 
Mrs. E. B. W. Anhut’s Imperial High, a 4-year- 
old filly by Brown Bud, which John Anhut had 
bought as a yearling for $200. It was the second 
aistance event of the week, as a 1%4-mile event 
was offered on August 4, the winner being the 


3-year-old Broadway Girl, a Broadway Jones filly, 
owned by Mrs. H. Torriente. The mid-week fea- 
ture, however, was a $1,500 allowance race on 
August 4, for 3-year-olds and up at six furlongs. 
This was won by Rosedale Stable’s Kentucky 
Blues, a 4-year-old filly from Blue Larkspur’s sec- 
ond crop. 

The Shaker Heights Handicap will be offered 
as the stakes event of the current week, will be 
run on August 14. 


TEMPESTUOUS WINS IN MUD 

The Thistle Down Cup Handicap ($2,500 added, 
3-year-olds and up, one mile), at Thistle Down 
Park August 7, was run through heavy mud, but 
this had no apparent effect on the behavior of the 
favorite, Mrs. T. Stevenson's Tempestuous (124). 
Despite his top weight, Tempestuous went to the 
front at once, stayed there to the finish. He won 
by a half-length, with Jockey J. Bryson being 
forced to ride him out to withstand the unexpect- 
ed challenge of W. M. Ingram’s Broadway (3-y-0, 


104). Four lengths farther back was Mrs. J. 
Chesney's Professor Paul (110), with Rosedale 
Stable’s Kentucky Blues (108) fourth, three 


lengths farther behind. In order followed Yantis 
(118), Exlaim (38-y-o, 100), Carl S. (3-y-o, 102), 
Rosselli (103), Palan (3-y-o, 105). Time, :24%5, 
:4825, 1:1335, 1:40, track muddy. Stakes divi-

RULES AND DATES 

At a meeting of the Ohio State Racing Com- 
mission at Columbus August 6, it was decided to 
repeal the rule that a dead heat must be run off 
if one owner wished. If a trophy goes with a 
purse, its disposition, in case of a dead heat, will 
be determined by lot. The commission also tem- 
porarily suspended its rule in regard to jockey 
agents, as Chairman George Blecker said he ex- 
pected this question to be settled during the Au- 
gust meeting of the National Association of State 
Racing Commissioners. 

Dates for a 19-day meeting at Beulah Park, 
Columbus, were granted, and the meeting there 
will begin September 4. River Downs dates, for 
the meeting opening September 18, also were ap- 
proved. 


DOPE IN ARGENTINA

Victoria Club 

N a long experience, I cannot recall a year 

when there has been so little ante-post wager- 
ing on the Goodwood Stewards’ Cup. This can 
be attributed, in part, to the growth of wisdom 
among backers, for this six-furlong handicap is 
a sheer lottery nine years out of 10, despite all 
that we hear of marvellous coups that have been 
landed in the race. We do not hear so much of 
those much more numerous gambles that have 
been lost in the draw for places at the starting 
post. But backers have not grown so wise that 
they decline altogether to participate in a lottery, 
and there is a further reason for apathy of the 
ante-post market, and that is a lack of confidence 
in the operations at the Victoria Club call-overs. 
There can be no question that the tendency has 
been, for some time, for a number of influential 
members to manipulate the odds to their ad- 
vantage. There has been a show of backing 
horses when it was known they would not be in 
the field, and innocents have followed the call- 
over “lead” and supported the “dead meat” with 
good money the following day. Another, and more 
popular practice is to quote “live’’ candidates at 
ridiculously long odds. A few wagers, known as 
“blue-pencil”’ bets, are made between confeder- 
ates to “establish” the price of the horse, and 
odds appear in the following morning’s sporting 
papers. Then the club members who are in the 
know get busy backing the horse with those of 
their provincial brethren who are still prepared 
to do business according to the Victoria Club odds. 

To quote one glaring instance as an illustration, 
take the case of Fairey at the first Victoria Club 
call-over on the Royal Hunt Cup, eight days be- 
fore the race. Fairey was then quoted at 33 to 1, 
and by the mid-day following, 100 to 6 was the 
best offer obtainable anywhere, the latter being 
actually a fair and reasonable rate. At the call- 
over at which Fairey was laid at 33’s, Pike Barn, 
Tempest II, Inchkieth, and Pampas Grass were 
offered at shorter odds, and none of them went 
to the post. 

It is not surprising that, while such practices 
are carried on, there is little doing in the ante- 
post betting line. Good bookmakers cannot afford 
to lay the call-over odds, and backers who have 
for years depended upon the Victoria Club as 
a dependable indication of the state of affairs, 
are disgruntled at not being able to obtain the 
quoted rate, or, if they are accommodated, find 
themselves lumbered on to a non-runner. It seems 
that the Victoria Club Committee will have to 
put their house in order, and stamp out this 
market rigging—a very simple thing to do-—or 
the bookmakers’ business, which is the business 
of practically all the Club members, will seriously 
slump. 


Morland 

i" attempt was made to stimulate interest in 
the St. Leger betting at the Victoria Club 

last week. Mid-day Sun was quoted favorite at 

3 to 1, Perifox at 7 to 1, Fair Copy at 100 to 6, 

and Morland at 33 to 1. 

These odds are reasonable, and readers know 
all about the colts quoted with the exception of 
Morland, which is a newcomer to the classic 
sphere, and I do not think I have mentioned him 
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By The Briton 


in previous despatches. By Gainsborough out of 
Lichen, by Manna, Morland was bred by his train- 
er, Fred Darling, who sold a half share in the 
colt to Mr. Edward Esmond. A big, backward 
bay, Morland was not raced as a 2-year-old, and 
he was still so much of a novice in the early part 
of this year that forfeit was paid for the Two 
Thousand Guineas and Derby. Morland made his 
first appearance, unplaced, in a maiden stakes 
at Sandown in April. Next time out, at Gatwick, 
on Coronation Day, he won the Marlborough Plate 
(one mile) in a canter from a big but undis- 
tinguished field. His only other appearance was 
in the Belmead Stakes (1! miles) at Windsor 
on May 29. He again beat a big field, mostly of 
maiden 3-year-olds, with considerable ease. It 
was the Marlborough Plate at Gatwick that April 
The Fifth won prior to his Derby triumph, and 
Fred Darling was probably wondering, last mid- 
May, whether he had been hasty in taking Mor- 
jland out of the Derby. At any rate, Morland 
should be at his best by St. Leger time, and al- 
though we cannot know how he compares in 
point of merit with those which we have termed 
classic colts, it can at least be said that he 
looks a good horse. 


Liverpool 


E had three days enjoyable sport at Liverpool 
last week, though the summer meeting on 
the Aintree course is in no way comparable with 
the “mixed” fare at the spring and autumn fix- 


tures. Lord Derby, whose house at neighboring 
Knowsley must be overcrowded with Liverpool 


race trophies, won the Summer Cup (1!, miles) 
with his 4-year-old St. Magnus, a son of San- 
sovino out of Fair Isle, by Phalaris. There were 
eight runners, and in beating Inchkieth (receiv- 
ing five pounds) by a head, with Pricket (re- 
ceiving seven pounds) three lengths away third, 
St. Magnus was showing the first glimpse of his 
real form since the spring of last year. 

More valuable than the Summer Cup was the 
Atlantic Cup (1', miles) a stakes worth 1,600 
sovereigns, which also went to Lord Derby, by 
the aid of Fair Copy. This handsome, but hitherto 
disappointing, 3-year-old won, all out, by half a 
length from the 4-year-old Monument with the 
Derby failure, Lord Astor’s Cash Book, third 
of seven. Monument, which was conceding 17 
pounds to Fair Copy, had run a moderate third 
to his stable companion, Boswell, in the Eclipse. 
It was thus made clear that Fair Copy would 
have had no chance of winning the valuable San- 
down Stakes, and Lord Derby made a wise de- 
cision in reserving his colt for the Liverpool 
event. 

A couple of 2-year-olds from the Stanley House 
stable won races at the Aintree meeting. One 
was San Miguel, a son of Caerleon from the 
Sansovino mare Santa Barbara, which took the 
Jolliffe Plate (five furlongs). A better class 
youngster, in my judgement, is the Mersey Stakes 
winner, Faroe, a chestnut son of Sansovino out 
of the Phalaris mare, Fara, the last named being 
an own sister to Fairway. The best two year old 
winner at the meeting, however, was T. Lant’s 
colt, Old Radnor (by Blanford out of Polite, by 
Pommern) which won the Lancashire Breeders’ 
Stakes of nearly 4,000 sovereigns, in attractive 
style from Valentino (by Tetratema), Berwick (by 
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Blandford), and seven others. Miss Dorothy 
Paget won the Coworth Produce Stakes of 1,- 
720 sovereigns at the Hurst Park meeting with 
a 2-year-old of her own breeding, a grey gelding 
by Portlaw out of Lady Maderty. The youngster 
has not yet been named. He had four very mod- 
erate rivals. 


Brevities 


WING to the leg trouble, a form of poison- 
ing, which has affected him since last back 
end, it has been found impossible to train Early 
School, and Lord Astor has decided to retire 
him to stud. He will commence his duties next 
season. Early School, a son of Felstead out of 
Quick Rise, was unbeaten in his three races last 
year, and was a hot winter favorite for the Derby. 
The Coronation Handicap Stakes, a_ sprint 
handicap for a sweepstakes with 2,000 sovereigns 
added, will take the place of the Portland Handi- 
cap at the Doncaster St. Leger meeting. 

Miss Dorothy Paget has decided to extend her 
Turf interests to racing under Pony Turf Club 
rules at Northolt Park. Pat Donoghue, a son of 
Steve, who is leading trainer under these rules, 
has been appointed to train Miss Paget’s ponies. 

Gordon Richards rode the first five winners at 
Worcester meeting on July 24. Leaders in the 
winning jockeys’ list to date are: Richards (103), 
W. Nevett (66), E. Smith (46), and H. Wragg 
(45). 


CANADA 
HAMILTON CLOSES 
EVEN-DAY meeting at Hamilton, Ontario, 
closed August 7, with a $1,000 handicap as 
the feature. The winner was Cosgrave Stable’s 
Jack Patches, 4-year-old son of Jean Valjean, 
bred by J. O. Keene. A $1,000 purse, for Cana- 
dian-foaled 3-year-olds and up, was won by 
Erindale Stable’s Spring Moon, a 4-year-old filly 
by Frisius. The day's 2-year-old race, under al- 
lowance conditions, went to G. M. Hendrie’s 
Poona, a Pompey filly, which was bought from 
the W. R. Coe dispersal for $500. She is full 
sister to Pompoon, was making her second start. 
Fillies and mares won five of the day’s seven 
events, though none of the races were restricted 
to that sex. 


CONNAUGHT PARK 

August 7 was the sixth day of the 14-day 
meeting in progress at Connaught Park, Otta- 
wa, Ontario. Minimum purses at the meeting are 
$300, and consequently no very high class of 
horses are competing there, but there seem to 
be plenty of the class for which the races are 
written. The Saturday feature was a $600 han- 
dicap for 3-year-olds and up, at one mile, and 
was won by M. Macey’s Learoyd, a 7-year-old 
son of Mars, which was bred by Walter M. 
Jeffords. The steeplechase on that day went to 
R. F. Porter's Mount Royal, an 8-year-old geld- 
ing Whose breeder and pedigree are unknown. 


ANOTHER FLORIDA TRACK 

Harry Kinsella has filed application with the 
Florida State Racing Commission for permission 
to operate a racing plant at Volusia county, near 


Daytona Beach. Secretary Parks Glover an- 
nounced filing of the application, and at the 
Same time said Frank L. Bang had applied for 


a permit to operate a dog track in Flagler county. 
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KENTUCKY 

DADE PARK OPENS 

N August 7, Dade Park, near Henderson, Ky., 

opened its 26-day meeting, the racing fea- 
tured by a $1,000 inaugural handicap. This was 
won by Mrs. R. J. Murphy’s good *Bull Dog filly, 
Little Nymph, which was a slight favorite in the 
betting. The day’s card opened quite appropri- 
ately. It was the date of Kentucky’s Democratic 
primary, and the forces of Gov. A. B. Chandler 
were winning pretty generally throughout the 
State. Despite this Dade Park patrons let his 
namesake, J. C. Metz’ Gov. Chandler, go to post 
at 3 to 1, and the Reigh Count gelding won nicely. 
A double was scored by Trainer Sterling S. Gano 
of Georgetown, Ky., who won the fourth race 
with Prenny, a 3-year-old son of Wise Counsellor, 
which he owned in partnership with J. E. Glass, 
then took the seventh with his own Judge Bark- 
ley. The Henderson track seems to have plenty 
of horses, usually has a profitable meet, since 
that section is served by no other race track. 


SHANDON FARM BUYS SIX 

Shandon Farm (P. A. and R. J. Nash) last 
week purchased from J. J. Coughlin, of Chicago, 
the 7-year-old mare Liberty Flag, by American 
Flag—Alcina, by Ben Brush, in foal to Roguish 
Eye, and the following yearlings: chestnut colt 
by *Carlaris—Hiana, by High Time; chestnut 
colt by Roguish Eye—-Fiala, by Bunting; chestnut 
colt by Sunny Saint—-Golden Moments, by *Star 
of Gold; chestnut colt by Roguish Eye—Dolly 
Polly, by *Polymelian; and chestnut filly by 
Roguish Eye-—Grey Kitty, by *Royal Canopy. 
The six horses reached Shandon Farm August 6. 
ALMAHURST SALE 

Henry H. Knight, owner of Almahurst Farm, 
near Lexington, will dispose of the last of his 
Standardbred horses Tuesday night, September 
28, when he will sell 32 yearlings during the Lex- 
ington trots meeting. Last fall Mr. Knight, who 
has since turned Almahurst Farm into a Thor- 
oughbred nursery, held a dispersal sale of all his 
Standardbred breeding stock. Catalogues for the 
yearling sale have been issued. 


DOG BITES HORSES 

An apparently rabid German shepherd dog 
bit eight horses at Dade Park August 3, before 
stable attendants could kill him. His head was 
sent to a laboratory for examination, and the 
horses were immediately put under treatment 
for rabies. 
OWNER FINED, STABLE SUSPENDED 

Because he scratched Dora May from the sixth 
race on the August 4 program without consulting 
or notifying them, stewards at Thistle Down 
fined Owner Gus Simone $100, suspended his 
stable until the fine was paid, instructed the 
racing secretary to cancel Dora May’s entry in 
the Thistle Down Cup race, and wired Judge 
Charles F. Price at Lincoln Fields that the mare 
had been suspended for 10 racing days. Owner 
Simone had shipped the mare to Lincoln Fields 
after sending the scratch into the secretary’s 
office through an unauthorized agent of the 
stable. Owner Simone apologized to the stewards 
August 9, paid his fine and the rulings were 
lifted except that Dora May can not race until 
August 17. 
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NOTES ON THE SALES - 
First Night 


R. TRANTER thought THE BLOOD-HORSE was 

a little optimistic about the sales prospects, 
but he himself was not altogether without opti- 
mism, for he had added about 200 seats to what 
he had in previous years. Rear rows are higher 
than ringside seats. That’s against Mr. Tranter’s 
principle that you ought never to let a buyer 
look down at a horse, but between having them 
look down and having fewer lookers, he made a 
very reasonable choice. Seats were filled the first 
night, and there appeared to be almost as many 
as ever standing about the edges. 

During the days immediately preceding the 
opening of the sales there were more people look- 
ing at the yearlings than ever before. Many of 
them seemed very much in earnest. There were 
stories of genuine new money about to be spent. 
A Californian (Charles Strub) was reported to 
have made Mr. Tranter a small wager that there 
would be a man at the sales who would spend 
more money for yearlings this year than Mrs. 
Mars ever spent for yearlings in any year. Mr. 
Tranter took it, seeing as how he couldn't be 
hurt. 

While the first horse was waiting to be led in, 
Mr. Tranter told the people, “It pays to buy Sara- 
toga,”’ and proved it by citing the fact that the 
first four horses in the Arlington Futurity and 
the first three horses in the United States Hotel 
Stakes were sold at Saratoga last year. 

Doc Bond got plenty of action. The first year- 
ling came into the ring at 8:59, went out at 9:00 
o'clock. Bids came fast, but there were no high 
prices. At first I was inclined to think the market 
a bit weak, but changed my mind. Two or three 
of Tollie Young’s colts went well below what I 
had guessed, but his average was good. Only 
really disappointed consignor I saw was Mrs. 
David A. Buckley, Jr. Her consignment was pre- 
ponderantly composed of fillies by Grand Time. 
She will have half fillies, half colts next year. 
She is positive the Grand Times will run well, 
and has made up her mind to prove it. So four 
of them (apparently those knocked down to T. 
F. Wall) are going back to Virginia to be broken 
and put in training. 

Much wealth was represented around the ring- 
side the first night, but not much of it went into 
action. Mrs. Sloane sat by her manager, Hugh 
Fontaine, and directed the purchase of a *Sun 
Briar colt from the Herring Brothers group. Mrs. 
Mars came in while No. 18 was in the ring, and 
sat beside Trainer Robert McGarvey, but did not 
bid on anything. 

L. F. Holton’s Flying Heels—Sugar Kiss in- 
flicted a superficial injury on his hock while being 
shipped. It appeared that the wound would cause 
him to sell below his value, but it was decided 
to send him through the ring. He brought $800 
and was purchased by G. N. W. McNaughton, 
Brooklyn attorney. 

Thomas B. Cromwell started a number of year- 
lings at $300, finally moved up to start with $500, 
but bought none. 


Second Night 


é6é6NHIS is an anniversary,” Mr. Tranter an- 

nounced as he opened the sale. “Twenty- 
one years ago tonight the first sale was held in 
this arena.’ Evidently he meant it was the

twenty-first saie; the first sale was held August 
4, 1917. A lot of money has flowed through the 
clearing house since then. 

The Belair Stud stock sold first, and brought 
good prices. Evidently many of the bidders were 
thinking of getting breeding stock. Royce G. 
Martin got the first filly, by Gallant Fox—Laura 
Dianti, for his Woodvale Farm at Paris, Ky. R. 
W. Perkins, of Dallas, Texas, owner of the New 
York Southern Stable, got the second, a daughter 
of *Sir Gallahad III—*Mesailiance II, and pur- 
chased a Gallant Fox filly later. Mr. Perkins ap- 
parently is buying with an idea of establishing 
a breeding farm. Dr. Asbury, of Cincinnati, who 
has plans for developing a small breeding farm 
in Kentucky, got a three-parts sister to Perifox. 
The Howe Stable got two fillies, and Thomas 
Piatt, owner of Brookdale Farm at Lexington, 
picked up a well-bred daughter of *Challenger II 
for $700. 

W. C. Stroube, who had just come from Texas, 
bought two yearlings during the evening. 

John Hay Whitney, owner of Llangollen Stable, 
saw his Spring Melody beat the first starter War 
Peril by the narrowest of margins in the third 
race at Saratoga, flew to Long Island to play 
polo at Meadowbrook, was back at Saratoga in 
time to pay the highest price of the evening, $9- 
600, for the *Pharamond II—-Great Gossip colt 
in the Willie Lee Nutter consignment. This colt 
(whose picture was in THE BLOOD-HORSE sales 
edition, page 132) attracted a great deal of at- 
tention before the sale. Several persons had an 
idea of bidding on him, but lost their chance when 
he opened at $5,000. The bids jumped by thousands 
to the $9,000 mark, then went up a hundred at 
atime. Anthony Pelleteri, representing the Mills- 
dale Stable, was runner-up. Other bids came from 
Dick McMahon (Calumet Farm manager) and 
William B. Streett. 

The surprise of the evening came when Brown- 
ell Combs’ colt by The Porter—-La Morlaye was 
knocked down at $8,000. Few of those who saw 
him had expected him to sell under $10,000. The 
colt went through the ring without being faulted, 
unless small size (which is common to the get of 
his sire) and four white feet (which are common 
to Lord knows how many good horses) are faults. 
The bidding opened at $3,000, jumped by thou- 
sands to $7,000, and Doc Bond really had to 
labor getting the other thousand. Dick McMahon, 
Howard Oots, and Anthony Pelleteri were in the 
early bidding, and the Sage Stable stayed in 
until H. C. Hatch said $8,000. Mr. Hatch had 
sent a man from Canada to Kentucky to have a 
look at this colt on the farm. I don’t know, but 
I suspect Mr. Combs could have sold him for con- 
siderably more than he brought in the sales ring. 

Mr. Comb’s Blue Larkspur colt, a grand in- 
dividual, lighter and bigger than The Porter colt, 
brought the third highest price of the evening, 
$7,000. Howard Oots outstayed Tony Pelleteri, 
Hugh Fontaine (Brookmeade manager), and 
Gould Shaw, of Boston, in the competition for 
this one. 

Mr. Pelleteri, though beaten out on the three 
tops, got several good ones for the Millsdale 
Stable, notably the grey *Royal Minstrel filly of- 
fered by Lucas B. Combs. 

Among the most frequent bidders of the even- 
ing was the Paragon Stable of Israel Silberman 
and Samuel Lewin, who own the Paragon Paint 
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Company. They got eight head. In the bidding 
on the colt by Clock Tower—Sweep Maid in Ed 
Thomas’ consignment, they hooked up with Mrs. 
Ethel V. Mars. At $3,700 Mrs. Mars shook her 
head. Mrs. Mars did not bid on the top colts; her 
only purchase of the evening was a *Teddy filly 
from Kenneth N. Gilpin’s Kentmere Farm con- 
signment, for $2,000. 

The Stimulus—Note o’ Love colt in W. L. Nut- 
ter’'s consignment had developed bad-looking 
hocks, which hurt his price considerably. E. K. 
Thomas’ Jack High—Panoramic filly injured a 
knee on the farm a few days before the con- 
signment was shipped, and had to be left at home. 

The filly which topped the Kentmere Farm con- 
signment was a grand big one. “A perfect *Teddy 
type,”’ said Capt. Jock Crawford. 


Third Night 
HE strongest, most spectacular session of the 
Thoroughbred stock exchange in years: The 
sales arena packed, bids coming thick and fast, 
the buyers scrambling for yearlings, Jim Tranter 
practically gurgling with glee. 

Weeks ago horsemen who saw the consign- 
ment of Robert A. Fairbairn at his Fairholme 
Stud, Winchester, Ky., began trying to decide 
which of two *Sir Gallahad III colts they liked 
better. The majority inclined toward the one out 
of One Hour, but admitted there was very little 
to choose between them. After their arrival at 
Saratoga, the line-up was very much the same. 
When the night of the Fairbairn sale arrived the 
stage was set for the finest exhibition of auction 
ring pyrotechnics Mr. Tranter has feasted his 
weary eyes upon in several seasons. 

The yearlings listed for sale during the evening 
were arranged in one catalogue, alphabetically by 
dams, without regard to consignors. Of the two 
stand-outs the Marching Along colt came first. 
The bidding opened at $5,000, moved upward by 
thousands, bids popping with the rapidity of a 
pack of Chinese firecrackers. At first it was im- 
possible to distinguish the bidders. Then Warren 
Wright, owner of Calumet Farm, could be seen 
nodding. Harry Guggenheim, owner of the Fal- 
aise Stable, was in the contest early. So were 
John Hay Whitney, William F. du Pont, Jr. (Fox- 
catcher Farms). Even after the $20,000 mark 
was passed these three were still going strong. 
Mr. Whitney yielded first. Mr. Wright sat in a 
front row seat, watched the auctioneer eagerly, 
nodded his bids excitedly. Across the ring, ob- 
scurely placed well back of the front row, Mr. 
du Pont, holding his pipe to his mouth, indicated 
his bids by raising a finger perpendicular to his 
pipestem. When Mr. Wright got to $26,000 the 
finger failed to rise. 

Sitting alongside Mr. and Mrs. Wright at the 
ringside were Mr. and Mrs. John D. Hertz. When 
the One Hour colt came in, Mr. Hertz began bid- 
ding. He and Mr. Wright had come in together, 
and it appeared they had decided that each should 
buy one of the two top colts. The first bid was 
$5,000, then $6,000, then $10,000. Mrs. Mars had 
not bid on the Marching Along colt, but apparent- 
ly wanted this one. After the $11,000 mark was 
reached, Mrs. Mars made raises of $500. Anthony 
Pelleteri, representing the Millsdale Stable of C. 
L. Emerich, was still in the running around the 
$12,000 point, but shortly thereafter it settled 
down to a duel between Mrs. Mars and Mr. Hertz. 
They sat on opposite sides of the ring, and the 
auctioneer swayed this way and that with the 
regularity of calisthenics. Mrs. Mars refused to

add a thousand to any bid, but went up $500 
at a time. Mr. Hertz evened up the figure 
promptly each time. At $25,000 Mrs. Mars shook 
her greying head. 

Thus the jury of buyers found the two colts 
almost as hard to separate as had the many who 
had inspected them before the sales. But the 
slight margin was in favor of the Marching Along 
colt. 

Mr. Wright and Mr. Hertz immediately applied 
for the names Twenty Six and Twenty Five for 
their purchases. 

Mr. Fairbairn had a grand sale, but some of 
the keenness of his enjoyment was taken off by 
the fact that A. W. Carter, manager of his horses 
for 28 years, who had fitted the yearlings for the 
superb showing they made, was seriously ill in a 
Lexington hospital. 

Throughout the evening the bidding was rapid- 
tire, the lesser offerings selling as well, in pro- 
portion to their probable value, as did the more 
precious packages. Nydrie Stud’s filly by Stimu- 
lus out of Heloise was started by Thomas B. 
Cromwell at $500. Bids crackled steadily from 
several corners, with Brandywine Stable, Milky 
Way Farm, and Alfred G. Vanderbilt the princi- 
pal contenders. It finally narrowed to a duel, with 
Trainers Robert McGarvey (Milky Way) and J. 
H. Stotler (Vanderbilt), within arm’s-length of 
each other, each nodding to the auctioneer, then 
turning to grin at his rival. Bidding at $100 a 
clip, they wound up at $8,000, and Mrs. Mars had 
bought the highest-priced filly of the sale to date. 

Charles S. Howard, a man with the magic touch 
as far as Thoroughbreds are concerned, helped 
himself to what Mr. Tranter described as “an- 
other Seabiscuit’’ when he bought the Hard 
Tack—Frith colt out of the Charlton Clay con- 
signment. This one is a little fellow, but very 
favorably regarded. 


Fourth Night 


HE Hancock sale was one of the best ever 

held at Saratoga. Counting in one yearling 
consigned by Mrs. Jane Garth, Mr. Hancock’s 
sister, the average for the evening was exactly 
$5,000, though there was no price above $18,000. 
After the sale Horace Davis asked if I had ever 
seen a better sale. I said no, and Mr. Davis al- 
lowed, “Well, I never did, either.’’ He has been 
watching Thoroughbred sales since 1897. The 
word “better” is a little indefinite in this connec- 
tion, and perhaps not strictly justified; but at any 
rate, it was a very strong market. 

Last year when top colts and fillies appeared 
in the ring it was, very frequently, Mrs. Mars 
against the field. This year Mrs. Mars simply 
watches while many of the best horses are being 
sold. When she does bid, it is usually with a 
raise of a hundred dollars. She has lost many of 
those on which she has made offers. But her 
change of attitude has been no calamity. For 
there is more money at the ringside waiting to 
be spent than in years. Mrs. Mars is probably 
still the one most important person in the ring- 
side seats, as far as the consignor is concerned; 
but her importance has ceased to be unique. 
Warren Wright, John D. Hertz, William F. du 
Pont, Jr., C. L. Emerich, John Hay Whitney, Al- 
fred Vanderbilt, Mrs. Dodge Sloane, and numer- 
ous others are contributing to the strength of the 
market. 

Notable among the “others” is the Circle M 
Ranch, which bought four yearlings on Hancock 
night, paying $10,000 each for two of them. 
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When these yearlings were knocked down, and 
Mr. Tranter announced Circle M Ranch as the 
purchaser, the crowd became curious as to the 
ownership of the Circle M. In many quarters 
it was supposed that Circle M meant Clara Bow 
or her husband, Rex Bell. Actually the bidding 
was being done by Robert A. Fairbairn for his 
good friend Edwin S. Moore, whose Circle 
M Ranch is at Sheridan, Wyo. Mr. Moore is 
a son of the late Judge W. H. Moore, formerly 
an outstanding figure in show horse circles. He 
is a financier with numerous interests; for one 
thing he is a director in the National Bis- 
cuit Company, in which he is associated with Mr. 
Fairbairn. He is also a director of the American 
Can Company. These are, I believe, the first 
Saratoga yearlings he has bought. They will be 
shipped to California for racing there. 

Before the sales a number of experts amused 
themselves by trying to pick a yearling which 
would bring more than the grey colt by *Sir Gal- 
lahad III out of *Winsome Way. Only a few 
were correct in guessing the top price among the 
other colts. This was the big, rangy, roman- 
nosed bay by *Sir Gallahad III out of Man o’ 
War's sister Mirabelle. He brought $18,000, the 
same figure that was reached later in the bid- 
ding on the grey. Brookmeade Stable, John San- 
ford, William F. du Pont, Jr. were the principal 
contenders for the son of Mirabelle. Mr. San- 
ford dropped out early and the other two went 
up until Mr. du Pont got the colt for his Fox- 
catcher Farms Stable, for which 1937 will be 
the most successful year. 

E. J. Tranter, who has orders from an undis- 
closed buyer, and who quit at $10,000 on the top 
Fairbairn colts the previous night, opened the 
bidding on the *Winsome Way colt at $5,000. 
The next bid was $7,000, the third $10,000. War- 
ren Wright, owner of Calumet Farm, and Robert 
McGarvey, trainer for Milky Way, fought it out 
here, with raises of $500 and $1,000. McGarvey 
would not go beyond Calumet’s $18,000 bid. The 
colt was the last one sold (as the catalogue was 
arranged alphabetically by dams) and the crowd 
had waited for the sale. After Mr. Wright top- 
ped Milky Way's bid of $17,500 Mrs. Mars pulled 
her coat over her shoulders, started out. 

Competition was plentiful over many of the 
other good ones. Sage Stable, Brookmeade, Fox- 
catcher, and Milky Way bid on the *Sir Galla- 
had III—-Chickadee colt, which went to Milky 
Way for $10,300. The son of Stimulus and Gala- 
gold went to Mr. Fairbairn’s bid of $10,000 for 
Circle M, after a sharp brush with the Sages and 
Mr. du Pont. William B. Streett, bidding for an 
undisclosed buyer, went to $8,100 on the Stimu- 


lus—Nettie Stone colt, beating out Anthony Pel- 
leteri (for Mr. Emerich’s Millsdale Stable) and 
the Sages. In the scramble for the excellent colt 


by *Sickle out of the Man o’ War mare War Ban- 
ner, Mrs. Mars prevailed, at $10,500, over Mrs. R. 
A. Van Clief, Harry F. Guggenheim, Major Louie 
A. Beard (for some member of the Whitney fam- 
ily), and others. 

Mr. Wright, I believe, has not yet bid without 
buying. 

Two fillies reached $8,000. John Hay Whitney 
(Llangollen Stable) outstayed Royce G. Martin 
(Woodvale Farm) for the impressive big daugh- 
ter of *Sir Gallahau III and Ethel Dear. Mr. Mar- 
tin also balked at the same figure on the trim 
filly by Stimulus out of Risk, which went to 
Milky Way Farm. However, he purchased for 
Woodvale a daughter of The Scout and Hayai, 


dam of Well Rewarded and Sangreal, paying 
$4,000. The big, smooth filly by *Sir Gallahad 
III out of Sunstroke went to John D. Hertz at 
$5,500. Anthony Pelleteri and J. P. Smith were 
among the others who wanted this one. Mr. 
Hertz grinned at the auctioneer and went up a 
hundred at a time. 

Col. Frank Moss, of Toronto, bought three head 
for H. R. Bain, a prominent young Canadian 
owner, paying $6,000 for one, $4,000 for another. 

Frederick Johnson was buying for Mrs. T. J. 
Lewis (Mr. Nightingale), Roy Waldron for Mrs. 
C. Oliver Iselin, owner of Strabo. H. L. Hill is 
doing the buying for C. M. Willock, of Pasadena, 
a recent recruit. Selby Burch’s client in the pur- 
chase of the Gallant Fox—*Apparition colt for 
$11,500 was not disclosed. Owsley Brown, Louis- 
ville distilling magnate, entering the ranks of 
Saratoga purchasers, did his own bidding. 


NOTES AND COMPARISONS 

At the end of five nights of sales in 1936, six 
horses had sold for $10,000 or more. This year 
there have been 10 at or above that figure, as 
many as appeared in the entire 1936 sale. No 
fewer than 33 ranged from $5,000 to $10,000, as 
against 21 in that division in 1936. Between 
$4,000 and $5,000 are 20 yearlings; there were 17 
last year at the same date. Only 56 have sold 
for less than $1,000, as against 65 in five nights 
last year, and this despite the fact that in 1936 
the Whitney and Riddle consignments boosted the 
totals for the first five sales. 

Auctioneer Doc Bond, now working the Sara- 
toga sales for his second year, with the experi- 
ence of the 1936 Lexington Fall Sales thrown in, 
is in a position for a much better performance, 
being better acquainted with buyers and their 
peculiarities. Stepping into the Thoroughbred 
yearling game for the first time last August, Auc- 
tioneer Bond did an excellent job, now has con- 
siderable experience to buttress his ability. 

Six nights of yearling sales remained when THE 
BLOoD-HORSE went to press on Tuesday, August 
10, with the possibility that a sale of horses in 
training might also be held, on August 20. Larg- 
est consignors who were yet to sell: W. B. Miller, 
Horace N. Davis, John S. Wiggins, Phil T. Chinn, 
Coldstream Stud, Thomas Piatt and T. C. Piatt, 
Duntreath Farm and Hartland Stud, Mereworth 
Stud and Sagamore Farm. 

No filly has yet reached the $9,000 paid for 
Coldstream’s sister last year, or the $8,700 
brought by Discovery's sister. But three fillies 
have sold for $8,000 thus far. They are Stimu- 
lus—Risk filly, from A. B. Hancock’s consign- 
ment, bought by Milky Way Farm; Stimulus 
Heloise filly, from Nydrie Stud, also bought by 
Milky Way; and *Sir Gallahad III—Ethel Dear 
filly, from A. B. Hancock's lot, bought by J. H. 
Whitney. Five other fillies have brought more 
than $5,000. Last season there were 12 fillies 
which sold for more than $5,000; there are al- 
ready eight such this season. 

B. F. Whitaker, who has purchased several 
yearlings, including the *Teddy—Croix Rouge 
colt which topped the Kentmere Farm consign- 
ment at $4,700, owns the Whitmore Hotel, Dallas, 
Texas. He now owns a small stable, including 
Carlovinian, Highomar, Achieve, Bojangles, and 
Quasimodo. Both he and his trainer, Marion 
Allen, are at Saratoga.

N July 10 THE BLOOD-HORSE predicted an in- 
O crease of “20 to 25 per cent” in yearling 
prices, later admitted that the increase might 
go as low as 12 per cent. After five nights of 
sales, the general average for the 247 yearlings 
which had been disposed of was $3,000.20, or 20.7 
per cent higher than the average ($2.485.17) 
which was obtained for 241 yearlings sold during 
the first five nights last year. Even more hopeful, 
so far as the present market is concerned, is the 
fact that the first five nights, in 1936, included 
the consignments of C. V. Whitney and S. D. 
Riddle, neither of whom is sending any yearlings 
this season. Although the fact that there will be 
more yearlings this season than last is a depress- 
ing effect on the market, it seems possible that 
the maximum prediction, of a 25 per cent in- 
crease, may be realized.

JOHN WESLEY’S TREATMENT 

Mr. Frank F. Smith writes on “John Wesley 
and the Horse.” The Wesley referred to was the 
religious reformer. He bought and kept horses 
on the advice of his father, and Mr. Smith records 
that Wesley “had an ingrained belief that no falls 
from a horse would bring him much harm.” 
Wesley encountered in Scotland a dignity attach- 
ing to the care of horses not observable in other 
countries. At Selkirk, Wesley tells that “I observ- 
ed a little piece of stateliness which was quite 
new to me; the maid said—‘Sir, the lord of the 
stable wants to know if he should feed your 
horses?’ We call him ostler in England. We 
quote further from Mr. Smith’s contribution: 
“Wesley owed his life to the horse. In middle 
age the scourge of that time, consumption, came 
to him. He was in galloping consumption and 
narrowly escaped death. He lighted on an eccen- 
tric Quaker doctor who advised ‘country air, 
asses’ milk, and riding exercise.’ The cure was 
complete. When he was eighty years of age 
medical report gave him ‘a marvellous body with 
muscles of whipcord and lungs of steel and the 
heart of a lion.’"’—-Irish Field.

SARATOGA 

OOD racing during the week at Saratoga 

entertained satisfactory crowds, but develop- 
ments there were somewhat puzzling. The Sara- 
toga Sales Stakes muddled an already uncertain 
situation when Joe W. Brown's Spillway defeated 
a field of fair class. The Saratoga Special, how- 
ever, confirmed previous high opinion of J. H. 
Whitney's Pumpkin, as that son of Tetratema 
ran a sterling race to defeat Maetall, The Chief, 
and others, and now ranks as one of the more 
prominent juveniles of the year. A good 2-year- 
old filly showed on August 5, when Mrs. Walter 
M. Jeffords’ Creole Maid defeated a field in- 
cluding Theen, Merry Lassie, and others. 

The current week may be one of the most 
interesting of the meeting. The Kenner Stakes, 
on August 10, has Flying Scot, Rex Flag, Burn- 
ing Star, Strabo, Forty Winks, Mosawtre, and 
others among its eligibles, and a good field 
seems likely. There is no 2-year-old race on the 
Saturday except for fillies, so the Sanford Stakes, 
on August 12, may have Now Then, Perpetuate, 
Maetall, Sky Larking, Dauber, The Chief, Cravat, 
Pumpkin, Mountain Ridge, and others making 
up the probable field. Dawn Play seems likeliest 
for the Alabama Stakes on August 11, but Cold- 
stream Stud, which won the last year’s event 
with Floradora, will be trying again with Eve- 
ning Tide, and Rosenna, Regal Lily, Mars Shield, 
Drawbridge, and Royal Raiment are also eligible. 
The Spinaway Stakes, for 2-year-old fillies, will 
share interest with the Travers Stakes on August

win the rich 3-year-old event. 

Saturday, August 7, brought to Saratoga its 
third best crowd in history. The best saw Jim 
Dandy win the Travers at 100-to-1, second best 
saw Man o’ War win the same stakes.

Blue Grass Heights Stock Farm, Spillway has 
now started six times, won two races, finished 
second once, third once, and has earned $3,255. 
Rail On is also dam of Exhort (at two and three, 
1937), Terry Lass (in four seasons), and Tearout 
($21,980 at two and three including Latonia 
Derby). Grudge is also dam of High Mogul, win- 
ner at two. She is sister to Kenmare, winner at 
three and five. Illwill also produced Enmity (at 
three and four), and was half-sister to the win- 
ners Discontent (19 wins), Cheveley (in Eng- 
land), and Vanguard.

SARANAC HANDICAP 


Three-year-old hope of Shandon Farm (P. A. 
and R. J. Nash) this year is Burning Star (117), 
from the first crop of the home sire, Burning 
Blaze. Burning Star was second to Dawn Play 
in the American Derby, third to Flying Scot and 
Eagle Pass in the Classic. In the Saranac Handi- 
cap ($3,500 added, 3-year-olds, one mile), Burning 
Blaze was asked to meet 10 other 3-year-olds 
which, though several 3-year-old stakes winners 
were included, definitely belong in the second 
flight of their division. The favorite was Green- 
tree Stable’s Forty Winks (114), with Burning 
Star second choice at 16 to 5. 

At the start Sunphantom (110) went away in 
front, closely pursued by Mrs. Emil Denemark’s 
Prairie Dog (106!,). Forty Winks remained just 
behind these, and as the field turned into the 
stretch Eddie Arcaro sent him forward. Sun- 
phantom yielded readily, Prairie Dog a bit more 
stubbornly, but Forty Winks went into a length 
and a half lead. Moving behind him, after far 
back for a half-mile, was Burning Star, with 
Harry Richards in the saddle. He was third at 
the eighth-pole, and under a hard drive came on 
to catch the Greentree colt, win by a head. Two 
lengths behind Forty Winks, Mrs. L. Viau’s Rex 
Flag (113) was third, with Prairie Dog fourth, 
three lengths farther back. In order followed 
Maecloud (105), No Dice (109), Sunhampton, 
Night Bud (107), Melodist (116), Fencing 
(112), and Zostera (109), the latter of which lost 
his rider at the start.

Samuel D. Riddle’s 3-year-old champion War 
Admiral will be paraded in colors just prior to 
the running of the Travers Stakes at Saratoga 
Saturday, according to announcement made by 
George H. Bull. The Travers was expected to 
be one of War Admiral’s engagements until an 
injury forced him out of training after the Bel- 
mont Stakes. A more interesting parade of the 
38-year-old champion to those following his return 
to training probably was his recent workout at 
Saratoga, when the son of Man o’ War stepped 
three-eighths of a mile in 37 seconds. Owner 
Riddle, however, does not expect War Admiral 
to start before the Lawrence Realization at 
Belmont. 


CREOLE MAID SURPRISES 

Though Calumet Farm’s Theen (120), winner 
of the Lassie Stakes, was in the field for the 
Schuylerville Stakes ($3,500 guaranteed, 2-year- 
old fillies, 512 furlongs) at Saratoga August 5, 
the favorite was Wheatley Stable’s Merry Lassie 
(120), a previously unbeaten daughter of Stimu- 
lus which had not been hard pressed in any of 
her previous victories. The Stimulus filly lost 
nothing hy the race, for though she was beaten 
back to third place, she was giving away enough 
weight to account for her showing.

Jesting, foaled April 25, 19380, was sold as a 
yearling for $550. When Trainer Jacobs found 
her she was racing for C. J. Bild, to be claimed 
for $2,000. Though she has improved under 
Jacobs’ handling, she has never been a bad in- 
vestment, winning at least three races in each 
of her six seasons. In all she has started 127 
times, won 41 races, finished second 27 times, 
third 21 times, and has earned $41,021. She was 
claimed from her owner in the Mohawk Stakes, 
going to Kenneth T. Dawes for $6,750. *Juven- 
escence won at two and produced the winners 
Florianka (also producer) and Lady Blue and 
the producer Good Girl. Scammony won Kineton 
Stakes and produced *Placentia, dam of four 
winners. Samphire produced six winners (in- 
cluding *Wrack, stakes winner in England and 
successful sire in America) and the producers 
*Dark Sapphire and Juniata. The fourth dam 
was the great race mare and producer Chelandry. 


SARATOGA SPECIAL 

W. C. Whitney’s Goldsmith won the first run- 
ning of the Saratoga Special, in 1901. Since that 
time, through the 1936 running, eight other re- 
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newals fell to various members of the Whitney 
family, four of them being won by horses owned 
by H. P. Whitney. C. V. Whitney won the 1931 
renewal with Top Flight, got a dead heat in 
1935 when his Red Rain finished on even terms 
with Coldstream. Last year Greentree Stable 
(Mrs. Payne Whitney) won with Forty Winks, 
The current renewal of the Special (gold trophy 
added, 2-year-olds, six furlongs) found J. H, 
Whitney scoring his initial victory in the event, 
only winner-take-all race among American 
stakes. 

Twenty-five subscriptions of $500 each (half 
forfeit) were made to the 1937 Special, the three 
Whitney stables and Woodvale Farm being the 
only subscribers to have two each. For each 
subscription an owner may nominate three 
horses, may start but one. C. V. Whitney, who 
had The Chief and Dauber on different sub- 
scriptions, started both, but the other seven 
starters represented different interests. J. H. 
Whitney elected to start Pumpkin for the event. 
This son of Tetratema had won his first start, at 
Belmont Park last May. In his second, at Sara- 
toga in late July, he ran out on the turn and 
threw away all chance. For the Special, blinkers 
and a run-out bit were added to his equipment, 
and Pumpkin rushed into the lead. Maemere 
Farm's Maetall was hard after him, and after 
a quarter-mile it was apparent that the race was 
between these two. Pumpkin was leading by 
two lengths as the field reached the stretch, but 
Maetall, lashed by Eddie Arcaro’s whip, suddenly 
began gaining rapidly. He ran down the leader 
a furlong from the finish, got his head in front. 
But Pumpkin was responding, more slowly, to 
Johnny Gilbert’s hard riding, and he came again. 
A sixteenth out he had got on even terms again, 
and he came on to win by a head, slowly draw- 
ing out. Calumet Farm's Bull Lea, a *Bull Dog 
colt, closed stoutly to take third place, two 
lengths behind the leaders, and Dauber was 
fourth, after being last until the final quarter. 
In order followed C-Note, The Chief, Bourbon 
King, Red Glare, and War Peril. Red Glare, only 
filly in the race, carried 119 pounds; all others 
had 122. Time, :2245, :46%5, 1:12%5, track heavy. 
Value to winner, $8,000 and gold trophy.

Pumpkin was foaled at J. H. Whitney's Llan- 
gollen Farm, Lexington, on January 30, 1935. He 
has started three times, won two races, finished 
third once, and has earned $8,790. He is en- 
gaged in the Sanford, Grand Union, and Hopeful 
Stakes at Saratoga. “Halloween II, brought to 
America in October, 1934, by J. H. Whitney, 
raced in England at three, won two of her six 
starts, both maiden plates. Her first foal, dropped 
in England, did not win; Pumpkin is her second. 
She has a yearling filly by Equipoise, a suckling 
colt by The Porter, was bred this year to *Royal 
Minstrel. Halcyon won Richmond Stakes; her 
two other foals include the winner Leisure Hour.

John D. Hertz’s Count Arthur (112) and Mae- 
mere Farm’s Maeriel (107) were split choices at 
5 to 2, with the entry of Mrs. Emil Denemark, 
Corinto (109) and Two Bob (103), a strong third 
choice at 18 to 5. 

At the start Mrs. Parker Corning’s Up and 
Doing (3-y-o, 101) got to the front, and the Bril- 
liant colt drew out to lead by four lengths after 
a half-mile. Corinto was nearest in pursuit, with 
Thorson (109) third, Count Arthur fourth. Jockey 
Lester Balaski got the Reigh Count horse going 
along the rail to move into second position after 
six furlongs, but Up and Doing was still winging 
along two lengths in front. Around the turn the 
leader let out what proved to be his last notch, 
and stretched his margin to three lengths, and 
Corinto came again to go back into second place. 
The fight down the stretch was a good one. Co- 
rinto’s run took him up almost level with the 
leader, and Count Arthur, driving hard, came up 
to Corinto’s head. Just past the eighth-pole, 
Corinto quit, and the other two fought it out 
doggedly. Just at the end Count Arthur proved 
best, and he won by a neck. Up and Doing was 
second, two lengths in front of Walter M. Jef- 
fords’ Jean Bart (106), which came up with de- 
termination in the stretch. Silver State Stable’s 
Star Shadow (105) took fourth place from the 


exhausted Corinto, and Thorson, Maeriel, and 
Two Bob finished in order.

WISE MENTOR’S FIRST STAKES 

H. W. Jackson’s Wise Mentor (122), which had 
finished worse than second in only three of his 
10 previous starts, went to the post as an 8-to-5 
favorite for the fifth running of the Troy Claim- 
ing Stakes ($3,000 guaranteed, 2-year-olds, 512 
furlongs) at Saratoga August 9. Nor did the 
Wise Counsellor colt disappoint his backers who 
made him favorite over the field of nine other 
starters, none of which had ever won a stakes 
race. It also was Wise Mentor's first stakes 
victory, scored by a decisive five lengths. Jockey 
J. Gilbert got the colt away with the leaders and 
his mount quickly sprinted into a four-length 
lead, which he increased to five lengths at the 
half-mile pole. Wise Mentor saved ground 
throughout the run, entered the stretch with six 
lengths to spare and was kept under mild urging 
through the stretch. Meanwhile Mrs. C. O. Ise- 
lin’s Worry (113) and Maemere Farm’s Maesak 
(110) were having more or less of a keen battle 
for the place until the leaders reached the stretch. 
The rest of the field was one and one-half 
lengths back. Maesak faded as the field reached 
the stretch, fell back to finish seventh while Wil- 
liam Ziegler, Jr.’s, Suburbanite (110) moved up 
from fourth place to contest the place with 
Worry. The Ziegler colt was beaten a_half- 
length for the place, with Greentree Stable’'s 
Gangplank (113) another two lengths back to 
win fourth money. Other starters, none of 
which ever figured prominently in the running, 
trailed in order: Quick Getaway (110), On The 
Dot (110), Maesak, Credence (113), Equerry 
(113), and Easter Holiday (113). Time, :2245,

SUBSCRIPTION STEEPLECHASE 

Second event on Saratoga’s August 7 card was 
the Subscription Steeplechase, one of a number 
of special races open to the 24 steeplechasers 
which were imported from France and England 
last January. The winner of the $3,000 purse was 
Brookmeade Stable’s *Fils de Liral (150), which 
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caught Greentree Stable’s *Grain de Cafe (150) 
after the first few jumps, repulsed several strong 
challenges, won by a length. *Grain de Cafe, 
giving Greentree Stable the first of three seconds 
tor the day, was eight lengths in front of Thomas 
Hitchcock’s *Guidon II. J. Butler's *Navarin, 
which was fourth, was the only other starter from 
the field of seven to finish the course. *Fils de 
Liral is a 5-year-old chestnut gelding by Balmo- 
ral—Lily’s Legend, by Dark Legend. He was 
bred in France. 


STATISTICS AT AQUEDUCT 

Aqueduct’s spring meeting, according to figures 
released last week by the New York State Racing 
Commission, was the most successful in recent 
years, and the track has shown a steady im- 
provement for the last five seasons. The 1936 
season was considered an excellent one, but this 
year’s meeting was 10 per cent higher in attend- 
ance, 18 per cent higher in total receipts, and 
distribution to horsemen was up 11 per cent, as 
far as the track’s contribution was concerned. 
Additional nominations made the total distribu- 
tion 17 per cent higher than in 1936, but only 11 
per cent of this was money added by the asso- 
ciation.

ILLINOIS 
LINCOLN FIELDS 
PENING on August 2, Lincoln Fields, at Crete, 
completed its first week’s racing on August 
7, offering a program featured by two stakes 
events. Good weather all of the first week got 
the meeting away to an auspicious start, and 
about 15,000 were out for the Saturday program. 
Though stakes events are not as rich as those 
offered at Washington Park or Arlington Park, 
and though the minimum purse is but $800, the 
Crete track will hold plenty of horses to make 
up its programs, and should have a fairly good 
meeting if it continues to be favored by the 
weather. 

Aside from the stakes winners of the week, 
one of the best performances was turned in by 
B. Friend’s Co-Sport, a 2-year-old *Cohort geld- 
ing. On opening day he won a 515-furlong al- 
lowance event, in 1:05%5, and on the following 
Friday went the same distance to win another 
allowance affair in 1:0445 to set a new track 
record. The field he beat on August 2 was not 
a particularly good one, but in the August 6 
event Lassator, Mad Money, and Knee Deep, all 
stakes winners, were in the beaten field. Other 
better winners of the week were Pompa, which 
took a $1,000 handicap on opening day for 


Owner-Breeder H. H. Cotton; the Polydor filly 
Gold Mesh, which won the mid-week feature on 
August 5; and the 3-year-old Robert L., by Noah, 
which won a good allowance event on August 
5 for Woolford Farm. Also of interest was the 
return to racing of the 6-year-old Bien Fait, 
Away since last September, Bien Fait started on 
August 4, was third. He came back August 7 to 
run second in the stakes event, and showed blaz- 
ing speed to go a first half-mile in 44+; seconds, 

On August 14 the Chicago Heights Handicap 
and the Francis S. Peabody Memorial Handicap 
will be decided at Lincoln Fields. 


DEARBORN HANDICAP 

First stakes at Lincoln Fields this year was 
the new Dearborn Handicap ($2,500 added, 2- 
year-old fillies, 512 furlongs), which had its in- 
augural running on August 7. It proved to be 
definitely a Lexington, Ky., affair. Trainer How- 
ard Wells, of that city, sent out two entries, 
owned together with Daniel B. Midkiff, Lexing- 
ton contractor and breeder. Cross Keys (112) 
ran in front all the way to win by six lengths 
from her stablemate, Dixieland (115), a filly by

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(117) for the Crete Handicap ($2,500 added, 3- 
year-olds and up, six furlongs). Marica was sec- 
ond choice to Deliberator (122) for the race, but 
opposition came unexpectedly from Corsicana 
Stable’s Bien Fait (114), a Bubbling Over horse 
just back to the races after a rest which began 
last September. Bien Fait left the gate with 
startling speed, going the first quarter in 221; 
seconds, covering the half-mile in :4445;. At this 
stage he was four lengths in front of Rifted 
Clouds, with H. H. Cotton’s Pompa (115) third, 
and Marica fourth, five and a half lengths behind 
the leader.

ye 7 was the climax of the second 
Suffolk Downs meeting of the season, which 
has the current week to run. The Massachusetts 
Handicap, an account of which appears below, 
was the richest race of the season in New Eng- 
land, went to the best horse in the handicap di- 
vision. Two allowance races were also on the 
card. A sprint for 3-year-olds and up went to 
P. Andolino’s Gay Balko, a Vanderbilt-bred 3- 
year-old son of Balko, and a 3-year-old race at 
1 1-16 miles was won by the Sun Beau gelding 
Dark Beau, racing under the silks of Miss E. T.

could not see across the infield, got only the 
finish. 
Last week was the best, financially, of the 


meeting. A total of $2,392,701 was handled, for 
a daily average of $398,783, topping the second 
week, when the average was $381,261. With six 
days left to go, the betting for the meeting was 
about $9,100,000, a daily average of about 
$380,000. The daily average last season was just 
above $405,000, but the track is still very much 
a success financially. 

Two stakes remain on the program at Suffolk 
Downs. The Governor's Handicap, on August 11, 
will engage 2-year-olds at six furlongs, with an 
endowment of $5,000 added, and on the closing 
day, August 14, the $5,000 added Constitution 
Handicap, for 3-year-olds, at one mile, will be 
the feature. 


CONTINENTAL HANDICAP 

Though she had placed in six stakes previously, 
Miss A. Doris’ Lady Higloss (105) had not won 
one until August 4, when she took the Continental 
Handicap ($2,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, six 
furlongs), at Suffolk Downs.

SEABISCUIT’S RICHEST VICTORY 

The brilliant series of victories scored by Mrs. 
C. S. Howard's Seabiscuit, comparable to no other 
handicap performance since Discovery's sweep of 
eight successive stakes in 1935, was stretched to 
seven at Suffolk Downs August 7, when the Hard 
Tack colt justified pre-race predictions to win the 
Massachusetts Handicap ($50,000 added, 3-year- 
olds and up, 1's miles). It was the richest race 
in the career of the one-time plater, possibly the 
best field he has turned back. 

There was some criticism of the 130-pound im- 
post Secretary H. D. Monroe assigned to the C. S. 
Howard colt, but it was the heaviest package Sea- 
biscuit has ever carried. Jockey J. Pollard, who 
has ridden the colt in all of his races this year, 
was in the saddle, and he broke his mount alertly, 
after a six-minute delay at post. Hobson C. Mc- 
Gehee’s Fair Knightess (108) also came away 
fiying, and when she offered battle for the lead 
Pollard let her go. Trouper (100) also had early 
speed, and in the first quarter-mile he moved into 
second place. He began falling back immediately, 
and Seabiscuit was soon in second place, some 
two lengths behind the *Bright Knight filly. Pol- 
lard had a light hold on his mount down the 
backstretch, but Seabiscuit gradually gained. 
Mid-way around the last turn Pollard called on 
him, and Seabiscuit responded gamely. At the 
eighth-post he had caught the filly, and at the 
end he had drawn clear. Mrs. E. D. Jacobs’ 
*Caballero II (108), a Chilean-bred horse which 
was established as a dangerous threat, came fast 
in the stretch to wear down Fair Knightess in the 
last 70 yards and take second place by a length. 
Raoul Walsh’s *Grand Manitou (104) was fourth,

The ruling followed a report show- 
ing the horse was stimulated on July 26, and also 
on July 28.

CANADIAN RULING

George Phillips 


HE portly George Phillips comes of a train- 

ing and riding family. His father, the late 
Jack Phillips, was around a long time and brought 
up his three sons to follow in his footsteps. 
George, the oldest, and Clyde were, and are for 
that matter, successful trainers, while the third 
son, the late “Kelly” Phillips, was a first class 
race rider. 

It is over 33 years ago that George Phillips 
trained his first winner, a beast called Dutch Car- 
ter, doubtless named after the old Yale “blue,” a 
mighty pitcher for the Elis and later one of the 
directorate of the unfortunate Brooklyn Dodgers. 
Dutch Carter, the horse, was foaled in 1897; he 
was a bay son of Bob Carter out of Dutch Sis, 
and was seven years old and a gelding when 
George Phillips saddled him at the course of the 
Union Jockey Club, St. Louis, on April 18, 1904, 
the fourth race of the day, a selling purse of 
$400 at one mile. Dutch Carter carried 107 
pounds and was favorite at 2-1. He won by a 
length from Hegira, with Beauregard third, four 
others in the beaten field, in 1:461.. 

In the succeeding 30-odd years George Phillips 
has trained many winners, but he is not quite 
certain in his own mind which was the best. He 
has a high regard for Flint Stone, but after 
weighing the matter carefully, he is inclined to 
think Maedic was the best horse he ever trained. 
This colt, a brown son of Bostonian—-Little Fire, 
by Campfire, was bred by A. B. Gordon and was 
purchased as a yearling by Phillips at Saratoga 
for $1,550. As a 22-year-old he started in 23 races, 
winning eight, was second in four, third in two, 
unplaced in nine, earning $51,675. Maedic was 
invincible at Saratoga last year; he started in 
five stakes and won all five, thereby establishing 
a record. His victories were scored in the Flash 
Stakes, Sanford Stakes, Saratoga Sales Stakes, 
Grand Union Hotel Stakes, and the Hopeful 
Stakes. 

George Phillips is considered an excellent judge 
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of a yearling—-the same year he selected Macdic 
he also selected Goldey F., a daughter of Tall 
Timber—Naharanna, for Mrs. W. A. Bridges. 
This filly cost but a pittance, $150 to be exact, 
but she was not beaten until the spring meeting 
at Belmont Park, having started her racing career 
at Hialeah Park. At two she started in 14 races, 
11 of which she won, was second in two, third in 
one, never unplaced, and earned $17,470. Four of 
her victories were in stakes, the Hialeah Juvenile 
Stakes, the Aberdeen Stakes, the Rosedale Stakes 
and the Betsy Ross Stakes. 

Last year at Saratoga George Phillips stepped 
in and snared from the consignment of T. G. and 
C. G. Herring a bay colt by Tall Timber out of 
Dulcy for which he paid $700. This colt, under the 
name of Maetall, has already won $10,025 and 
his most recent successes were scored in the Great 
American Stakes at Aqueduct and the Flash 
Stakes at Saratoga. 

In common with most of the present genera- 
tion of trainers, George Phillips holds firm in the 
belief Man o’ War was the best race horse he 
has ever seen, but he cannot quite make up his 
mind as to which was the best filly or mare,
